Members of tbe supervisors' board 


planned to go to Fairctance today, ilr. 
Kearns said, to get pi ices and terms 
on orict lor the tow.iship's portion 
ot the Dunbar road! It is the intention 
to start th& project immediately. 


Dunbar township will build from 


Dunbar borough to Haire's crossing, 
on the road from Logan's crossing to 
Mount Braddock. The distance is ap- 
proximately a half mile. From lEaire's 
crossing to Logan's crossing, about a 


^mile. the state will improve, the super- 
visors have been aseured. Firm in 
the belief that the state work, which 
is on Route 112, Trill be unde-taken 
soon the township supervisors plan to 
speed up on the Dunbar end. 


Roughly the cost of the township's 


share of the project has beer, esti- 
mated at J15.000 to $16.000, if it be 
done by day work, -while by contract 
it is estimated the .cost would run 
(6,000 to $8,000 additional. Therefore 
the work, will be done by th« duy un- 
der th« direction oJ the supervisors, 
Mr. Kearns said. The roadway will 
be 16 .feet, exclusive of the shoulders, 
with base of concrete. 


Theie is talk that the road from 


Logan'8 crossing through to Jklount 
Braddock will be improved- by the 
state and township on a 50-50 basis 
but this is Indefinite. Motorists are 
hoping this will come to paes as it will 
provide a better highway from Con- 
nellsrille to Uniontown than by -way of 
Leisenring. 


As soon as possible the closing of 


the gap of a half mile at Leisenring 
No. 2 on "the Uniontown road will be 
completed. A part of r*"g is in Dunbar 
.township, part in North Union. Xo es- 
timates have been secured yet as to 
the cost.

That was a 
mighty fortress. We stayed there in 
some wonderful dugo-uts, about'30' feet 
under the ground, for about a week. 


"After that we started on a 15:dar 


hike for this place and here we arc 
still waiting, hoping for our transport 
to go home. TJaen I can tell' you more 
fully. Well it was a great experience, 
but I don't care for any more. I sup- 
pose things are becoming livelier at 
home now since the boys are starting 
to come back. I'wouldn't mind com- 
ing back myself. I am in the best of 
health and feeling fine and1 hope this- 
will find you people the same.
